I have bean advised of the recent decision to discontinue 
the ,V;i)ita house Army Signal Corps.

Inasmuch as this causes great concern cn the part of the 
U. S. Secret Service in connection with security measure s'ldiich . 
have been in effect since the beginning of the war and which in 
ry opinion should be continued in the future, possibly to a 
lira ted. degree, I have 'inquired into the Natter with a view to 
determining whether there would be any way of maintaining a 
minimum amount of security similar to that given by the Signal 
Corps without their aid or assistance. It develops that even in 
the event that the Signal Corps would turn over to the Secret 
Service the complete installations of two-way radios, it doss not 
appear that «o could carry on their duties for the following 
reasons. - 


Lvr.ediately uj>on the withdrav.nl of the Signal Corps, wo 
would cone under the jurisdiction of thy Federal Communications 
Commission, and v/s would havo to abide by the rules and regulations ’’ 
of the FCC which require that Uglily licensed personnel be on duty 
at all fixed stations and to a lesser degree at all mobile stations. 
It is ry opinion that this type of personnel is not available, end 
us have r.o possibility of training such personnel. At the present 
tine we have main stations at the Tnite house and in the following 
cities: K cw York, Boston, Fhiiadelphia, Baltimore, Washington 

(Secret Service Field Office), Chicago and Kansas City. 


The benefits of these radio stations when tne 
any of these cities can bo readily realised, and T 
what has been accomplished in the past by use of a 
evid cnt.

Although 1 have discussed this natter with Jiajor he icily 
in a limited manner, I an not in .a position at this tins to • 

recommend the total number of personnel Umt would be necessary 
to maintain tho radio set-up in its entirety and to service the 
equipment for a modified set-up. However, I asi of the opinion 
that a reduced number of personnel could be agreed upon. 

It would be appreciated if reconsideration could be given 
to the decision set forth in the memorandum of September 3 , 1946. 

It will be noted that I am making no mention of the Hap Boon 
or the communications train car or any of the personal services 
oliat are extended to the Presidential party in connection with 
confidential messages which in the past have been part of the 
duties performed by the Signal Corps Detachment, I do not believe 
that I an in a position to discuc3 this aspect of the cacorandua 
of September 3* .
